Schaumburg, editor of the Messiah's 
Advent, published at 
Oakland, 
and 
Elder .Jonathan C. Smith of Burbank 
are leading figui ^s in the . ’'air. 
Elder Smith assured a Times cor­ 
respondent that he and his fiock are 
firmly of the belief that this, 
the 
twentieth, will be the last century of 
the 
world. 
“Chronologically,” 
said 
the Elder, “we are near the six thou­ 
sandth year of its existence and that 
means that by the end of that year 
every phophecy in the 
Bible 
will 
have been fulfilled.” 
He has it ali 
figured out—so 
many 
years 
from 
Adam to the Flood, so many years 
from Noah to Christ, so many 
years 
till His second advent—and the fig­ 
ures total to some time during 
the 
present century. 
Then again, according to the rever­ 
end 
gentleman, 
present, 
conditions 
clearly indicate the second coming. 
These ate the days when “men are 
covetous, unholy, pleasure-seeking” in 
tha words of the Bible—when those 
holding the world’s purse-strings are 
at war with labor. 
He quotes from 
the Bible, Timothy and Matthew', 
to 
show that these conditions presage 
the end of the world. He believes

soul remain inert until the final resur­ 
rection, when there will be a “per­ 
sonal, visible, coming of Christ.” 
Everlasting punishment, as viewed 
by them, is simply everlasting ex­

utterly destroyed and the earth, just 
as it then is will become tiro eternal 
home of the good. 
Reverting to their firm belief in a 
near end of the w'orld, one of

elders said, “ when, as now, enormous

adopt 
poodle-dogs, 
when millions of persons are unem­

ing dimmer between the world 
and 
God’s church, we know that we are 
living at the world’s eventide and all 
things point to the coming of the Re­

Magnetic storms are disturbances 
of the earth’s magnetism manifested 
by auroral display s, ex citement of the 
magnetic neeate and interruption 
of 
telegraphic communication. 
They are 
ofter associated with great, outbursts 
on the sun. It has generally been as­ 
sumed that they occur simultantously 
over all the earth, but Dr. L. A. Bauer 
now questions the correctness of this 
assumption. 
Study ing 
a 
magnetic 
storm which occurred in May , 19 02, 
simultaneously with the outbreak of 
Mount Pelee, in Martinique, he reach­ 
es the conclusion that the disturbance 
originated about 
fourteen 
degrees' 
west of Martinique, and traveled east­ 
ward about seven thousand miles 
a 
minute, encircling the entire globe. 
Ex amination of the records of other 
storms leads him to think that such 
disturbances usually travel eastward, 
but sometimes westward, at the rate 
of thousands of miles a minute, so 
that, in general, they 
encircle 
the 
earth in about four minutes.
